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Saturday the state board of educa­ 
tion gave out tn^ long expected list 
of appointments of 'positions in the 
various state schools. 
Quite a num­ 
ber of changes were made in the va­ 
rious faculties and the number 
of 
teachers reduced materially, 
some 
departments 
being 
combined 
and 
other 
‘being 
entirely 
abolished. 
Among the latter are the commer­ 
cial departments, expression instru­ 
mental music, and the positions of 
matron and librarian, 
in the Ada 
normal the faculty has been reduced 
to about fifteen teachers, saving the 
state something like $6,(HK) per year 
in the cost of 
maintenance. 
The 
vice presidency of tho various nor­ 
mals was abolished. 
It will be noted shat aside from 
these whose positions were abolished 
only a few changes were made In 
the faculty of the Ad 
normal.

>ears the literary department of the 
university has been conducted 
as 
l\abody College for teachers, and its 
influence on Southern education is 
past all cannulation. Wh nGeo. Pea­ 
body, the great philantropi-t, begani 
his wonderful w Tk os assisting the 
struggling public 
schools 
of 
the 
South shortly after the war, it was 
*oon found that more teachers were 
needed, and the school was vstab- 
l»»hed to fill the need, A large num­ 
ber of scholarships were established 
and many a poor girl and boy, inclu­ 
ding the writer of these lines, were 
thereby enabled to complete a course 
of study that prepared them to cope 
more successfully with the probl ms 
of life and to 
accomplish 
greater 
good for their fellow men. 
The gift 
of .PeaIk)dy did much to strike the 
shackles of poverty and ignorance 
from the South, and to his memory 
all honor should be paid. 
However, in the course of events 
a hoard was appointed to handle the 
endowment and property that seem­ 
ed b o t on wiping out the past and 
of reducing the school to the level of 
an annex to Vanderbilt. 
The vigo­ 
rous -protests of the alumni of the 
old school had the effect of forcing 
the promoters of the scheme to seek 
a little deeper cover, but it is the 
opinion of the writer that Chancellor 
Kirkland of Vanderbilt will in course 
of the next five years be the undis­ 
puted master of the situation, just as 
be seems in a fair way of getting 
V andor bi It away from the Methodist 
church. 
A new site has been purchased 
adjoining that of Vanderbilt, 
and 
the old school has been suspended 
for two or three years until the new 
buildings can 
be completed. Natu­ 
rally those who knew the school in 
the best days of Its existence will 
not -feel the interest in the new Insti­ 
tution which will in a 
few 
years 
lose its independence, and the new 
board will find when too late that it 
threw away a most valuable asset 
when h estranged the alumni 
of 
the school by announlcng its pur­ 
pose to a ipe the slat** clean and be­ 
ginning from the ground again. The 
moving of the site is in itself to be 
regretted, but the tell r moves 
of 
the board betrayed an utter disre­ 
gard for a worthy pa t that does not 
reflect any credit on the members.
